Now, however, Kussus has ot set 
purpose broken through this agreement, aud 
her Note complatwing of beligerent acts on 
the part of China is inteuded as ter excuse, 
and will be made the pretext for further 
violations of Chiuese territory as soun as ever 
it suits her purpose. ‘This Russian muud is 
born of despair, and it wiil provably uuly ueed 
another serious deteat on the Sha-ho to bring 
about its full development inthe shape of a 
hostile incursion into Uhinese terntury to the 
west of the Lia», or more probably an attack 
by way of Turkestan or the Wovi towards 
Peking, if pressed beyond the Hun-ho by the

The westward extension of the belligerent 
area towards the Chinese border will jessen 
‘the Russian power of concentration as well as 
‘that of Japan. If therefore Kuropatkin is 
hoping by such a diversion to weaken Uyama’s
